tyrants abroad, the founders of the new republic 
warned to hamstring tyranny in their new na- 
ton. The Bill of Rights spelled out what gov­ 
ernment could not do. 
# 
It could not pass any laws about freedom o 
speech, religion, the right to circulate petitions 
and the right to hold meetings. It could not 
prevent the people from possessing 
ami i? could not quarter soldiers on them with­ 
out previous consent or legal action. 
It could not search private property without 
warrants, arrest a ctizen without telling him 
why or jeopardize 
his 
person 
or 
property 
without complying with regulations to protect 
individual dignity and security. 
And to tie the hands of would-be despots for 
all time, the founders of the republc then de­ 
clared that any outrages despots might think 
of in the futuer would be illegal too. 
That was the Bill of Rrights — the first 10 
amendments of the Constitution. They reflect 
more clearly than the Constitution itself the 
spirit in which the United States was 
fo unded 
—to keep despots at bay forever. 
Those who celebrate the 164th anniversary of 
the Bill of Rights in 1955 should make sure 
they are still in agreement with its purpose.

“library of stone” exhibiting some

A test at Michigan State College 
showed that disease could be car­ 
ried from one person to another by 
germs left on dishes. But the con­ 
clusion of the professor^ was that 
mechanical dishwashing can vir­ 
tually eliminate the health hazard 
Still another test used ultra-vio­ 
let light and a fluorescent dye. 
This method showed up particles 
remaining on the dishes too small 
to be noticed by other means. 
There were fewer particles on dish­ 
es that had gone through good 
mechanical washers than on those 
that had been hand-washed. 
Experts say one of the big rea­ 
sons for the better performances 
of the mechanical washers is the 
fact that they can operate with 
hotter water. 
Human beings just can’t put 
their hands into water as hot as 
the dishwashers use — not unless 
they 
go to the hospital 
after­ 
ward. 
Not only does the hot water re­ 
move the dirt, especially grease, 
faster, it actually kills germs. It 
is the same action used when milk 
is pasteurized.
